NoitTHAMTTON, MASS., Oct. 23.—Mary 


Harrington yesterday received a verdict 
under the Civil Damage law for $3,400 
in a suit for $10,000, against Michael 
McKtllop, a liquor dealer of Holyokc, for 
the loss of her husband, who was killed by 
Michiiel O'Neil, February 527, in adrnnk- 
en row, liquor having been procured in 
the defendant's saloon. 


The above item places the responsibil- 


ity where it belongs. 
The rum-seller 


should be held responsible for and made 
to pa\ the penalty of every act committed 
under the influence of liquor. This would 
not only be just and right, but would be 
an ea1 y solution of the whole problem, as 
it would work a speedy extinction of the 
race of rum-sellers. 


Hon. William E. Dodge said in the 


Pan Presbyterian Council, "The time 
must ;oiue when Christian men shall so 
consider duty in this regard that it will 
be understood that no Christian can main- 
tain his standing in the church, who will 
manufacture, sell, or use intoxicating 
drinks, or who will vote for any party 
which favors the idea of income from the 
licens) to sell poison." 


Hon. Judge N. M. Hubbard, of Iowa, 


in passing sentence upon some liquor 
dealcis for.violation of law, used the fol- 
lowing language.

Your bloated vic- 
tims upon the witness stand, and who un- 
doubtedly committed perjury to screen 
you from the law, not only abundantly 
testify that you are accelerating death, 
but that you arc inducing men to commit 
still greater crimes than your own.

The anony- 
mous essayist, while criticising tho Eng- 
lish premici with fairness, freedom, and 
even severity, still speaks of him as "per- 
haps, taking him all in all, the most re- 
markable man that the English speaking 
race has produced in this century." The 
key of Mr. Gladstone's career is given in 
the statement "He is a Scotchman w ho 
has been called to deal w ith and govein 
Englishmen." 
We quote as follows 


"Mr. Gladstone is a Scotchman on both 


lis father's and mother's side, and half a 
Highland (that is to say, a Celtic) Scotch- 
man. 
He is (with the insignificant ex- 


ception of Lord Bute, who was a mere 
royal favorite), the fust Prime Mimstci 
of England who has come fiom the north- 
ern half of the island. 
He is, indeed, the 


first Scotchman, except Brougham, who 
has ever played a leading part in English 
politics. Bolmgbroke, Walpole, Pulteney 
Chatham, Lord North, Charles J antes Fox 
William Pitt, Lord Liverpool, Canning 
Lord Gr.1), Lord Althiop, Loid Mel 
bourne, Sir Robert Peel, Lord Deiby 
were all of them Englishmen by blood 
The Duke of Wellington and Loid Palm 
eiston, though nominally Irish, weie reall 
Englishmen 
Burke was an Irishman 


an<f Burke's career (unlike as, mmanj ic 
bpect, he is to Mr. Gladstone) strikingl 
illustrates some of the features, of the Gel 
tic character. This Scottish strain m Mr 
Gladstone has had tv\ o i emai kible efforts 
It has kept him irom evei quite under 
standing and being in full sympathy \v it 
the ordinary English chaiacter, and it In 
prevented the English fiom ever quit 
understanding him. It is not merely be 
cause Scotland is Liberal that he is wel- 
comed theie with such such tianspoits of 
enthusiasm. It is because, in spite of the 
contrast between his High Church ism and 
their Presbyterianism, the Scotch enter 
into and enjoy his modes of thinking and 
feeling in a way which Englishmen, and 
especially Englishmen of the uppei class, 
do not and cannot. He is not a tjpical 
Scotchman , but his intellect belongs so 
much more to the Scottish than to the 
English type that the average educated 
Englishman is perplexed, even frightened, 
by features he cannot account for, because 
he finds nothing in them like himself. 
Let us see how this comes out. 


"The distinguishing note of Mr. Glad- 


stone's nature is the combination in it of 
extraordinary intellectual activity with 
extraordinary emotional warmth. 
For 


fifty years he has given himself no rest. 
When he is not studying, he is talking or 
writing, and that not merely upon public 
aifairs, but upon theology, history, schol- 
arship, art, or social topics. His appre- 
hension is wonderfully quick. 
Long 


training enables him to seize in a moment 
the salient points of a question , his mind 
falls to work upon them, spins a web of 
argument, clothes the argument with 


W0rds — words that come fast as the snow 
flakes driven before a storm. While he 
is piercing to the heai t ot a subject he is 
also working all around it, discovei ing a 
multitude of reasons for and against each 
of the views which, in succession, presents 
itself— a string of limitations and qualifi- 
cations under vvhioh each of the proposi- 
tions he accepts must be stated. This in- 
genuity or f.rtility of mind gives his 
speeches and writings an air of complex 
ity which many people find bewildering, 
They often call it subtlety. 
But he is 


not unduly subtle,— that is to say, ad- 
dicted to fine distinctions of thought. In 
one of his pieces of sustained argument 
each sentences or paragraph i« sufficiently 
clean ; it is the perspective of the whole 
which confuses the mind of a listener 
who cannot recollect the relation which 
all these winnings and by paths bear to 
the main direction of the track along 
which he is being led. 


"Together with this manifoldness o 


mind, ne has, like most men whose i 
lectual interests are keen, a fondness rb 
abstract principles and a passion fo 
working them logically out. Where otha 
men see only scattered facts, he discern 
a principle, enjoys it, follows it boldly 
In a person with a less wide experienc 
of the world and a less complete mastery 
of facts, this tendency would be danger 
ous. Even he is sometimes Jed by it tc 
discern a principle where none dia 
by other eyes exists, to lay upon a mino 
principle more than it will bear, to trave 
faster and farther toward some njomertf 
ous practical conclusion than his audienc 
or his party are prepared to follow. Sti 
it ii a splendid faculty, the sure index o 
a penetrating intellect, a. weapon wit 
which, when wisely used, brilliant exeoi 
tion can be done in debate.

Areca-nut 
charcoal is superior to all 


other kinds for the teeth, but it is not 
easily procurable in a pure state. The 
genuine arcca powder is heavier and 
harder than common charcoal, and has a 
peculiar appearance and feel when pressed 
by the fingi rs.
